Storm Sweeps Across Indi­ 
ana. 
Ohio, 
Pennsy lv ania 
Leav ing: Millions In Prop­ 
erty Damage. 


PITTSBURGH UP—Winds of hur­ 
ricane force — up to 9 2 miles an 
hour — ripped through Indiana, 
Ohio, and Pennsy lv ania today leav ­ 
ing at least two dead, a score in- j 
jured and more than a million 
dollars in property damage. 
The storm that dev eloped ov er I 
southeastern Michigan and western 
Indiana roared eastward like a gi­ 
ant 
w edge, 
producing 
\ iolent 
winds, hail, lightning and thunder 
before apparently easing itself out 
ov er eastern Pennsy lv ania. 
Sections of western Mary land 
and parts of West Virginia also 
reported 
heav y 
rain 
and 
hail 
storms with winds up to 55 miles 
an hour 
But the damage there I 
was much less. 
The storm was most sev ere in 
a 45-mile area ex tending from Con­ 
nersv ille northeastward to Union 
City in Indiana. Leetonia in Co­ 
lumbia County and Steubenv ille in 
J efferson (Ohio* County and south­ 
western Pennsy lv ania, particular­ 
ly Pittsburgh. 
The storm swept east central In- j 
diana shortly after 2 a.m., struck 
Ohio and then tore into Pennsy l­ 
v ania. 
It was the worst of the 
season.

Admits Shortages 


MOSCOW UP) — The Sov iet gov ­ 
ernment, openly 
admitting food 
shortages, today ordered its farm 
sy stem rev amped to giv e the man 
on the land more chance for in­ 
itiativ e in crop planning. 
At the same time state farm 
managers were warned they will 
be held strictly accountable for 
any failure to meet production 
quotas. 
The decree, signed by Commu­ 
nist party chief Nikita S. Khrus- 
chev and Premier Nikolai Bulgan­ 
in is aimed at decentralization of 
planning which the upper echelons 
hav e hitherto controlled. 
It was seen as another attempt 
to use the priv ate profit incentiv e, 
which Khruschev has been plug­ 
ging ov er the past y ear to prod 
Russia’s lagging liv estock produc­ 
tion. 
The new directiv e told collec­ 
tiv e state farms and machine and 
tractor stations to use their own 
judgment. This apparently would 
end the old sy stem of faraway bu­ 
reaucrats ov erruling the man on 
the scene and ordering him to 
grow crops he feels arc not suit­ 
able. 
“ Serious shortcomings and mis­ 
takes hav e been observ ed in the 
practice of agriculture,” the de­ 
cree said. 
Making no secret of the fact » hat 
food shortages ex ist, the decree 
set forth as its main aim the im­ 
prov ed use of land in order to 
“ hav e 
in 
our 
country 
enough 
bread, meat, milk, potatoes, v eget­ 
able and other products.”

A tornado, swirling up out of the 
winds that whipped central Indi­ 
ana, disabled a Philco refrigerator 
plant near Connersv ille early to­ 
day , but 50 maintenance workers 
escaped unhurt. 
Shortly 
before 
that, 
lightning 
struck a transformer in Union City , 
on the Indiana-Ohio line, and start­ 
ed a fire that left half a million 
dollars’ damage in the heart of 
the city . 
Fiv e persons were hurt. 
Wind and hail damage was re­ 
ported as far west as Indianapolis 
and swept on east into Ohio and 
Pennsy lv ania. 
A couple at Union City was in­ 
jured seriously when w'ind rolled 
their house trailer ov er four times, 
and three firemen were hurt in 
the fiv e-hour battle against the 
fire. 
The fire, brought under control 
at 7 a.m., destroy ed three build­ 
ings which housed four stores, a 
mop factory and the Eagles Hall. 
State police called the Connersv ille 
storm a tornado but reported only 
high winds and lightning in the 
Union City storm. 
Not a single injury was reported 
at the Philco plant a mile and a 
half north of Connersv ille, although 
the storm tore off the roof of the 
plant’s paint shop, setting it down 
on the opposite side of Ind. I. 
A New York Central switch train 
crew also escaped injury , though 
the storm blew two freight cars 
off the track near the Philco plant. 
Sev en 
truck-trailers 
near 
the 
plant were scattered. One of them 
was blown 8 5 feet, smashing into 
the wall of the plant’s employ ment 
office. 
Grav el from the runaway roof 
smashed uncounted windows in the 
plant and in workers’ cars on the 
parking lot. 
The storm shut off telephone 
lines around Union City and dam­ 
aged the Philco power lines so 
badly that production was stopped 
until Saturday . 
The Indianapolis Weather Bu­ 
reau listed the Connersv ille storm 
as a tornado on the basis of state 
police reports and reported wind 
gusts as strong as 6 3 miles an 
hour at Indianapolis. 
Hailstones % of an inch in di­ 
ameter broke countless windows in 
the Indianapolis area during the 
brief storm, sweeping through with 
winds av eraging 50 an hour.

LONDON UR — The Air Ministry 
disclosed today a substance made

grapes

turned into a nonsecret weapon for 
the roy al air force. The fly ing men 
use the stuff—gly colic acid—to re­ 
pel the common cold. 
The ministry said its doctors is­ 
sued handkerchiefs treated with 
the acid to 256 men in one squad­ 
ron at a training station. Untreated 
handkerchiefs were handed out to 
256 men in another squadron. 
During the four weeks of tne 
ex periment, only 14 men with the 
doctored hankies caught colds. In 
the second squadron, 34 dev eloped 
the sniffles. 
There’s just one hitch. The gly ­ 
colic acid causes the handkerchiefs 
to fall apart when laundered.

Strong Wind 


A tornado cut a quarter-mile- 
wide swath across northern Rush 
County early today , causing dam­ 
age to farm and town property that 
will run into many thousands of 
dollars. 
No reports of injuries had been 
receiv ed by this afternoon. 
The storm followed a west-east 
path on almost a straight line 
about sev en miles north of Rush­ 
v ille. It entered the county north 
of Arlington and hit-skipped its way 
through the Occident, Ging and 
Fairv iew areas, continuing east­ 
ward into Fay ette County where 
v ery heav y damage was caused 
at Harrisburg and north of Con­ 
nersv ille. 
The Fairv iew Christian Church, 
on the west side of the Rush-Fay - 
ette line, was unroofed, and heav y 
damage was caused at the farms 
of Ly dia Sample, in J ackson Town­ 
ship, and Ralph Knoy , one mile 
west of Fairv iew. 
The steeple was blown off the 8 3- 
y ear-old Fairv iew Church, a brick 
structure. 
Minor 
Thomas, 
who 
liv es across the road from the 
church, said the storm lasted no 
more than a half-minute, “ but it 
sure was noisy . It twisted the house 
and knocked my bed clear across 
the room.” 
At the Sample farm, tenanted 
by Robert Alford, a newly -built 
bam was completely demolished 
with lumber and other debris blowen 
hundreds of y ards away . The old 
Sample 
homestead, 
a 
two-story 
brick dwelling erected in the 18 8 0s, 
also was heav ily damaged on the 
upper floor. Damage at this farm 
alone may ex ceed $15,000. 
Three buildings were destroy ed 
at the Knoy farm as the twister 
v ented its fury . 
Another farm where heav y dam­ 
age was done wras that of Otis Cof­ 
fin, near Ging. There two hog bams 
were demolished and a garage was 
blowen down. Coffin’s car, stored 
in the garage, was rolled ov er sev ­ 
eral times. 
The tornado struck around 2:30 
a. rn. and was accompanied by se­ 
v ere electrical and hail storms. At 
Arlington trees and utility poles 
were lev eled and similar damage 
occurred at Fairv iew. 
Rushv ille 
escaped with only a mild blow, 
there being no damage of any con­ 
sequence reported here. 
Paul Stearley , manager of the 
Rushv ille office of the Citizens In­ 
dependent 
Telephone 
Company , 
said the company suffered some 
line damage in the Ging area but 
that serv ice was restored during 
the morning. 
Elsewhere in the 
county there appeared to be no 
heav y utility damage. 
A spot surv ey conducted by this 
paper during the morning rev ealed 
the following damage to farms not 
mentioned abov e:

Yo lk City Sunday newspaper to 25 cents — 
the first to sell at that figure in the East — 
went all but unno ticed by the public. Many 
Sunday newspapers no w sell fo r 20 cents 
a co py , and mo re than a hundred daily edi­ 
tio ns no w sell at fro m sev en cents to IO 
cents a co py . 
These price increases hav e been made 
witho ut a decline in circulatio n, ex cept o f 
a tempo rary nature in so me instances 
which was quickly regained. Peo ple appre­ 
ciate that newspapers to day are the great­ 
est bargain their co ins will buy , and do no t 
cav il if the price is raised to meet increas­ 
ing co st o f publishing a newspaper. 
To tal circulatio n o f newspapers in the U. 
S. gained last y ear, co ntinuing a pattern 
that has been unbro ken since Wo rld War II. 
Undo ubtedly newspapers in the future will 
co st mo re than they do to day , unless there 
is a rev ersal in the upward trend o f pro duc­ 
tio n co sts. But in that day peo ple will buy 
mo re newspapers than they do to day , be­ 
cau se they will be conv inced a newspaper is 
wo rth mo re than the lo w price fo r which 
it sells.

WASHINGTON J E — The United States will let 
ll Ru ssian stu dent editors v isit the United Stat * - bu t 
they ll hav e a hard time try ing to find their own two 
best-k nown newsp ap ers to read. Prav da and Izv estia. 
The gov ernment bans both p ap ers from general 
distribu tion in the mails in this cou ntry . The Post 
Office Dep artment say s only dip lomats and regis­ 
tered foreign agents can get them. 
Last y ear a grou p of u ndergradu ate American 
school p ap er editors v isited Ru ssia. Bu t for a y ear 
this cou ntry tu rned down the req u est of 15 Ru ssian 
school editors, inclu ding the ll, to v isit American 
schools. 
Ru ssian p rop agandists banged away at the United 
States for that and Thu rsday the State and Ju stice 
dep artm ents finally decided the ll cou ld come into 
the United States for 30 day s. Then the Sov iets ask ed 
p ermission for a grou p of Ru ssian farm ers to v isit 
this cou ntry . 
The editors range in age from 34 to 39, rather a 
high age to be school editors. Bu t a State Dep art­ 
ment p ress officer, Henry Su y dara, said they are 
really gradu ate stu dents, editors of stu dent p u blica­ 
tions. 
Under this cou ntry ’s immigration law's both the 
State and Ju stice dep artm ents had to giv e ap p rov al, 
Su y dam said the schools the l l v isit will be work ed 
ou t by the Institu te of International Edu cation in 
New’ York . 
The immigration laws and the ban on Prav da and 
Izv estia were both criticized Feb. 25 at a confer­ 
ence held u nder that institu te s au sp ices by Lx iu is 
M. Hack er, dean of the School of General Stu dies 
at Colu mbia Univ ersity , New’ York . 
He mentioned that schools with Ru ssian stu dy 
p rogram s hav e difficu lty getting cop ies of Prav da 
and Izv estia which, p u blished in Moscow, are re­ 
sp ectiv ely the official organs of the Ru ssian Commu ­ 
nist p arty and the Sov iet gov ernment. 
In a letter to the New York Times last Su nday , 
George F. Kennan, form er American am bassador 
to Moscow and an au thority on the Ru ssians, criti­ 
cized gov ernment au thorities for mak ing it difficu lt 
to get the two Ru ssian p ap ers. 
Kennan serv ed most of his State Dep artm ent ca­ 
reer u nder Democrats. The Post Office Dep artment 
say s the Eisenhower adm inistration didn t ban the 
p ap ers, that it is only carry ing ou t a ban imp osed 
u nder President Tru man in 1950. 
This was the dep artm ent’s ex p lanation: In 1940 the 
attorney general ru led that foreign p u blications con­ 
taining material p reju dicial to the United States 
cou ld be barred from the mails. He was aiming them 
at Nazi p u blications. 
This ban lasted u ntil 1946 by which time the Nazis 
had no p u blications. Bu t u nder this sam e ru ling of 
1940 the ban was imp osed in 1950 against not only 
the two big Ru ssian newsp ap ers bu t a nu m ber of 
Ru ssian magazines and for the sam e reasons the 
Nazis’ stu ff was banned before.

Before Socrates p hilosop hy was p rimarily concerned with the 
p hy sical world. That is v ery good, said Socrates, but there is 
a worthier subject for p hilosop hers than all these trees and stones 
and stars; there is the mind of man. What is man, and wfiat 
can be become? 
The Oracle at Delp hi, with unusual good sense, p ronounced 
him the wisest of Greeks. Socrates agreed, in some modesty , 
on the grounds that he at least knew he was not wise, and to that 
ex tent was wiser than the others. Philosop hy begins when one 
learns to doubt — p articu larly to doubt one’s cherished beliefs, 
one’s dogmas and ax ioms. There is no real p hilosop hy till the 
mind tu rns round and ex amines itself. 
Socrates’ method of getting men to seek the good of their souls 
was that of going about and p rov ing to them that they were 
-eally v ery ignorant and had no tru e knowledge. Also, he re­ 
nounced the dy ing p oly theistic faith, and ap p lied his p rincip les 
of inv estigation to the state, which he maintained should be led 
by its wisest men. 
No wonder A then found Socrates was a v ery uncomfortable man 
to hav e around. Only a few were aware of the constructiv e p ur 
p ose in his method 
He was indicted, charged with imp iety and 
corrup ting the y outh 
He defended his p osition p roclaiming tho 
rights and necessity of free thought, but was found guilty and 
condemned to death.
